To give the readers a glimpse of the scene 
it is nooossary to doscribo that the floor 
of the Theatre had, for the occasion, 
beoa brought to a unfform level by 
boarding over the lower: part.

question, So many years have now passed 
sinco it became a priuciple of the common 
law of England that no slavery can exist in 
any part of the Queen’s dominions that it {a 
somewhat stariling.at this time of day to 
find the Home authorities called on to deal 
with sucha position of affairs as that which 
haa sprung up in the prosperous little 
eoloay on the borders of China. No less 
startling is it to find “so-called domestic 
slavery” defended by a portion of the presa 
of Hongkong on the grounds of expediency 
and public policy, and to learn that official 
interference with so obnoxious a system fa 
deprecated by those who ought to be fore- 
most’ in strenythening the hands of the 
authorities in thelr attempts to put it down. 
This system, it need scarcely be said, has 
its root amongst the. Chincao population of 
the island. Flockiag from the mainland 
to settle in Hongkong, they have brought 
in tholr train many customs repulsive to 
Europeans. One of these, which ia creat- 
ing so much attention in the colony at 
present, is connected with the . buying 
and selling of domestic servants. The 
Chinese residents of Hongkong purchase 
young girls for a lump sum, juat as regu- 
larly as ladies in this country hire house. 
maids or general aervants. - They pay them 
no wages, and though the servitude is 
admitted as a rule to bo a mild one, the 
unfortunate females are liable at any: 
moment to bo sold again to the highost 
bidder. It may be that, having reached a 
marriageable age, thoy will bo sold at the 


altar, but there is too much reason to fear |: 


that in many cases thoy are disposed of for 
immoral purposes. This custom, of course, 
is no now thing. It is as old aa the colony 
iteelf.. For years it has flourished. undis- 
turbed, and now it is announced on the 
authority of Sir John Smale, the Chief.

Acts of the British Parllament for the 
n_of the slave ‘trade and—for—the 
abolition of slavery extend by their own 
proper force and authority to Hongkong, 
this is to sppriss ull ‘persons of the 
‘same, and to give notice that these Aais 
will ‘be enforoed- by all Her --Majeaty’s 
officers, civil and military, within this 
colony.” To this definite enunciation of 
the law the only reply made by the 
defendera of ‘so-called slavery” is the 
somewhat colourless one that the ordinance 
fails to define slavery, and that while no 
steps were. taken to make its contents 
public, prominence hus alwaya been given 
to the principle that only those l.ws of 
England are in force whioh are applicable 
to the circumstances of the colony. Such 
satatement may, no doubt, tell azainat the 
authorities, but it can in no way leesen the 
effect of the ordinance itself, ‘The officials 
of Hong Kong have, beyond all question, 
been remiss in their dutics, and they are 
now ready .to acknowledge it, Sir Joba 
Smale, who has acted for nineteon years 
in the colony as Attorney-General and as 
-Chief-J-ustice,—admits—that—he—has—never-| 
attempted to oarry out the law in this 
respect, partly because of the diffculty in 
enforcing it, but mainly because he was 
until now ignorant of the extent of the 
evil, His Lordship, bowever, has no doubt 
ag to the obligation resting upon him ic 
the matter. He denounces tha system 
pursued by the Ohineso in Hong Kong as 
slavery aud nothing else, and maintains. 
that every official of the colony is as much 
bound to take means for its abolition as 
if the ordinsncea of 1844 wero especially
